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This is the second volume presenting the results 
of a statistical study of some 280,000 clinical records 
of over a hundred general practitioners in England and 
wales during the twelve months May 1955 to April 1956 
carried out Jointly by the College of General Practi- 
tioners and the General Register Office. 

The first volume* described the methods and 
tabulated the general statistical results of the survey, 
presenting not only the amount of sickness for which 
patients consulted their doctors but also its distri- 
bution by sex, age and area. This volume deals with 
its distribution by occupation. 

In addition, to supplement the statistics given 
-n Volume I, a table is included (Appendix I) showing 
numbers and rates for every diagnosis distinguished 
in the main part of the Survey.

CHAPTER 1. GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS 



Occupation and Illness 

The value of factual Information about the relationships between 
Illness and occupation has long been recognised as an Important aid 
to research Into the cause, prevention ar.d cure of disease. It 
provides material for the study of occupational and environmental 
factors as sole or contributory causes of 111-health. In addition, 
information on occupational morbidity Is needed for many administra- 
tive purposes. 

On the mortality side contributions have been made by the 
periodical studies of Occupational Mortality by the General Register 
orrice. A report on the most recent of these studies of occupat- 
ional mortality was published in March ipgp*. As regards morbidity, 
however, no general Information covering all Illnesses and occupa- 
tions Is yet available In this country though In respect of persons 
eligible for benefit under the Insurance Acts the Ministry of 
Pensions and National Insurance have recently been producing 
valuable analyses of claims to sickness benefit . f 

Occupational Morbidity and the General Practitioner 

In many respects the doctor In general practice Is well placed 
to study the morbidity of the entire population In relation to 
occupation. He meets most kinds of illness, his patients are 
usually representative of the district In which he practises and he 
already knows many of the facts needed for such study. At the 
very beginning of discussion between the College of General 
Practitioners and the General Register Office, It was agreed that It 
would be desirable to Include an occupational enquiry In the Survey, 
although It was clear that this would place an extra burden on the 
participating doctors which not all of them could be expected to 
shoulder. In fact, about three-quarters of the doctors taking part 
In the Survey agreed to record the additional Information needed for 
the analysis by occupation which became an Important part of the 
scheme. 

Organisation 

An Informal working party of representatives of the General 
Register Office and the College of General Practitioners formulated 
policy as the survey progressed. Retails were worked out by the 
General Register Office who were responsible for the executive work, 
and these were considered by the College before their application.

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rue acknowledgement has been made in the previous publication 
of the part played by the general practitioners and their contri- 
bution cannot be too highly rated. Their participation entailed 
much additional work, during a period of twelve months. It is 
hoped that the knowledge of the value of the results will be some 
measure of compensation for their efforts. 

A list of principals and Qualified Assistants who undertook, the 
additional work involved in recording occupations is shown in 
Appendix IV. 

Selection of Doctors 

The general method of selection of practitioners has been fully 
described in the first volume of the report on the Survey but mention 
should be made of the way in which practitioners were asked whether 
they would be willing to undertake the extra work involved in 
collecting information for the occupational study which was made 
additional and optional. The extra work involved not only the 
recording of occupations as patients consulted hut the making Out of 
Survey record cards and recording of occupations for all patients. 

This was needed to provide the total number of patients "at risk" in 
the various occupational groups to which sickness experience could be 
related and rates calculated. It was expected that during the year 
doctors would be consulted by about 60-70 per cent of the patients on 
their list, and that obtaining the required Information about the 
remainder would entail enquiries by letter, by visits to patients or 
of other members of the family who might consult during the Survey 
period. 

The first attempt to ascertain the likely response to this addit- 
ional work was made when the first questionnaire was sent to doctors. 
They were asked whether they would be willing to obtain information 
about the occupation of each patient on their list and were reminded 
that it would entail additional work. As about 150 doctors 
indicated their interest the response was good enough for further and 
more detailed plans to be made for the recording of occupations. 

Subsequently, all these doctors were given further details of 
the occupational study. Its Importance was explained and a note was 
sent outlining the work involved. Some doctors, understandably, had 
second thoughts at this stage and withdrew from this part of the 
Survey; some doctors were doubtful, because of pressure of work or 
for other reasons, about being able to determine the occupation of 
patients for whom they had not obtained information during the year 
and suggested that they continue recording with the possibility in 
mind that their records might not be completed sufficiently to allow 
of their statistical use. Because of this and because of 
withdrawals for other reasons the records finally processed were 
those from 76 practices representing about 120 practitioners.

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CHAPTER II. METHODS 



Record-keep i ng 

The occupations of patients were recorded on the Survey record 
card. A statement of occupation was required for all men and women 
over 15 years of age. For children under 15 the occupation of the 
father, or other person on whom the child was dependent, was 
entered. In order to enable the full information to be obtained 
more easily the doctor had to ask. all patients consulting him the 
date of birth and occupation of other patients of his who were 
living in the same household. This meant extra clerical work at 
the beginning of the Survey In completing several Survey cards for 
most patients consulting but the method was designed to avoid the 
difficulties which would have arisen If, at the end of the year, the 
doctor had been raced with finding out this Information from all the 
patients who had not consulted him during the preceding twelve 
months. This would have been a heavy task since, as stated in the 
first volume, about a third of all patients did not consult their 
doctor during the year. By the method adopted the problem was 
reduced to a minimum, Where a patient was unable to give informa- 
tion about all other household members, cards were made out only for 
those for whom reliable information could be obtained. 

In addition to recording a statement of occupation doctors were 
asked to Indicate various categories of adult patients to distinguish 
between full-time and part-time workers, those not working at a paid 
occupation and, In the case of women with family responsibilities, 
to indicate whether they were engaged on home duties or whether they 
also worked full or part-time. In cases where the doctor was in 
any doubt whether the occupation term adequately described 
both 'the work done and the material or commodity worked In, 
e. g. "engineer", he also stated the industry in which the patient 
was employed. 

I nstructions 

The proper drafting of instructions is crucial to the success 
of an enquiry of this sort where there cannot be close supervision 
of the field work and where It is rarely possible to answer queries 
as they arise. For those doctors taking part in the occupational 
study, a document had to be prepared, which would be additional to 
the already comprehensive Instructions on the general question of 
record-keeping. It was, therefore, even more important that It 
should be short enough to enable the outstanding points to be 
grasped quickly and yet detailed enough to contain the answers to 
the more obvious queries. 

It was important that occupations should be entered as 
precisely as possible. This was In order to facilitate the task of 
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conversion of the occupations into the codes of the Classification of 
Occupations, a formidable task. Involving coding of the occupational 
categories of over £80, 000 patients into some 600 codes. 

What was generally required was a statement of the nature of 
the work performed and the article or commodity made, or dealt in, 
or the material worked in. Terms such as "labourer", "fitter" or 
"engineer" required qualification to enable them to be correctly 
cl assified. 

Various categories of adult patients had to be treated 
specially and instructions were given for the indication of these 
categories by a simple letter code. Thus, women with family 
responsibilities (l.e. women having primary responsibility for 
family household management, excluding women living alone or sharing 
accommodation with non-relatives) and also working full or part-time 
were shown as, for example, "Typist (H) " or "Typist (PH) », 
respectively. The term "Housewife" wasuused to describe a woman 
with such household responsibilities who was engaged entirely upon 
unpaid home duties. 

Other adults working part-time at a paid occupation were des- 
cribed by that occupation and 11 (P)". "R" (retired) was used to 

describe retired patients doing odd Jobs as well as those no longer 
working and those aged SO or over who had had to give up work 
through disablement or ill-health. Remaining patients, including 
mentally and physically disabled, students, permanently unemployed, 
persons of Independent means, elderly women doing housework but not 
having the main responsibility for the household, were categorised 
as “NW" (not working) . 

Definitions of Terms 

In order to aim at a uniform standard of recording It was neces- 
sary to define certain of the terms to be used for the purposes of 
the Survey. A brief reiteration of these definitions, dealt with 
fully in the previous volume, may be useful. 

The patients Included in the population count were National 
Health Service patients. Private patients and temporary residents 
treated under the National Health Service were excluded. 

A consultation was defined as: "any occasion when a patient 

attends for medical treatment or advice at the general practitioner' s 
surgery, uihether during general surgery hours or by appointment , or 
when the general practitioner visits the patient to give treatment 
or advice elsewhere". 

The diagnosis to be recorded was defined as: "any disease(s) or 

condition(s) treated or advised on at a consultation". 
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Processing of Records 



At the end of the twelve months' survey period, May 1955 to 
April 1956, doctors sent the Survey record cards to the General 
Register Office where they were coded by the staff of that office. 

It was at this stage that the decisions had to be taken as to 
the Inclusion or exclusion of practices where doctors had been 
unable to obtain the details of the occupations of some of their 
patients. The proportions of "not stated" cards varied consider- 
ably between practices, from 0.1 per cent to S3. 8 per cent with an 
overall figure of 5.2 per cent. It was decided to exclude all 
practices in which for 12 per cent or more of the patients no 
occupation had been stated. The percentage of "not stated" 
occupations for all the 76 practices in the occupational study was 
4.0 per cent. 

The major coding task was the classification of diagnoses which 
presented many problems, but another formidable Job was the coding 
of occupations recorded In the practices participating in that part 
of the Survey. The Classification of Occupations which was used 
Is described In the next chapter. It comprises about 600 unit 
groups, to which occupations had to be allocated. Staff were 
specially trained for this work. 

In addition to the coding of occupations. It was also necessary 
to assign to each patient a social class, a socio-economic group and 
to code the occupational category. 

During the coding process, occupations were sometimes found 
which required definition before they could be classified. In these 
cases It was necessary to write to the practitioner for the neces- 
sary further Information. This was done only when additional 
information was really necessary for classification In conformity 
with the rules. 

It may be of Interest to make a brief reference to some of the 
more common problems which arose during the coding process, connec- 
ted with certain occupations. 

(a) Agricultural occupations: A study of the information from 

some rural practices suggested that the term "labourer" may 
have been used to describe agricultural labourers and that the 
number of agricultural labourers may, therefore, have been 
understated. 

(b) Workers In Metal manufacture. Engineering, etc: Lack of 

detail for men classified as "engineer" may have led to some 
being assigned to "maintenance engineer" Instead of to 
"professional engineer" which Is to be found In a different 
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occupational group. Similarly, lack ol detail for workers in 
the electrical Industry may have overstated numbers In certain 
groups. 

(c) Workers In Building and Contracting: It Is likely that 

some builders' , bricklayers' , plasterers' and masons' labourers 
and navvies were described merely as ''labourers” and were, 
consequently, not classified to the building industry. 

(d) Persons engaged in Personal service: The term "domestic" 

was used by some practitioners to Indicate that a person was 
occupied in the home, though not gainfully occupied. Other 
practitioners used the term In its occupational sense to 
indicate that a person was being paid for domestic work. This 
led to difficulties in coding. 

These are the most common of the problems which faced the staff 
engaged on coding. As they often occurred throughout practices it 
ijould not have been practicable to refer all of them back to the 
doctor. In many cases, however, it was possible, by taking note of 
the locality In which the patient lived, to achieve greater accuracy 
where the occupation details were Incomplete. 

A machine card was punched from the coded data for each 
separately coded condition and the cards sorted and counted on 
conventional punched-card machines. The first series of processes 
gave the figures for the tabulations which were published in the 
first volume. The cards for those practices taking part in the 
occupational study were then separated and put through a further 
series of processes of sorting and counting to provide the data for 
the tables in this second volume. Once again it was necessary to 
limit the extent of the analysis, both because of the time taken to 
process records and because of the need to keep the tables and 
commentary to a manageable size. 

Classification of Diagnoses 

All the diagnoses were classified in accordance with the 
International statistical Classification of Diseases, Injuries and 
Causes of Death (Sixth Revision), and tabulated according to various 
selected lists appropriate to men, women.. and. children. 
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CHAPTER III. 



OCCUPATIONAL AND SOCIAL GROUPINGS; 
OCCUPATIONAL CATEGORIES 

Occupational Classifications 

The occupation of any person is the Rind of work, which he or 
she performs, due regard being paid to the conditions under which It 
Is performed. This alone determines the particular group In an 
occupational classification to which the person Is assigned. The 
nature of the factory, business or service In which the person Is 
employed has no hearing on the classification of his occupation 
except that It enables the nature of his duties to be more clearly 
defined. 

The Classification of Occupations used In this part of the Study 
was the one used in connection with the 1951 Census of Population*. 
There are 28 main groups or orders, some of which are divided into 
sub— orders. Under these Orders and Sub— Orders are enumerated about 

600 occupational unit groups. From these a short list of 47 
occupational unit groups has been used In the tabulations for males. 
This list was compiled at the General Register Office and Is detailed 
in Appendix II. For the tabulations for females ip occupational 
unit groups were selected. Children under 15 were classified by 
the occupation of the father or other person on whom the child was 
dependent. 

Social Classes 

The unit groups of the Occupational Classification have been 
arranged into a small number of broad categories called Social 
Classes. The Classes are based on general standing within the 
community, economic circumstances not being taken Into account 
except in so far as they are reflected In the Occupational Classifi- 
cation. It is not a classification of individuals, nor Is there 
a separate assessment of individual position in the light of 
personal circumstances apart from the details of occupation. 
Assignment to an occupational unit group on the basis of the state- 
ment of occupation automatically attracts the social class grading 
appropriate to that group. 

There are five Social Classes: 

Class I Professional, etc., occupations 

Class II intermediate occupations 

Class III Skilled occupations

Socfo-economlc Groups 

For certain Investigations It has been felt that the social . 
class grading Just described is not entirely adequate and that a 
different arrangement of the occupational unit groups Into a 
somewhat larger number of slightly more sharply defined groups 
would be more useful* There are thirteen of these groups and they 
are called socio-economic Groups. Their grouping like the social 
class grouping is a simple matter of combining occupations. Their 
structure Is summarised as follows:

Occupational Groupings: Women and Children 

Women 

Eighteen occupational unit groups have been used In the tables 
for females. These were based on the socio-economic groups, as 
described In the preceding paragraph, with additional breakdowns 
In the groups of skilled, semi-skilled and unskilled manual 
workers, to distinguish the wranen employed In the textile Industry. 

Children 

Children under 15 years of age have been classified by the 
occupation of the person on whom they were dependent, usually the 
rather. 

Occupational categories 

Besides recording the occupation of all adult patients, 
doctors were asked to Identify the various occupational categories 
listed below: 

Women with family responsibilities 

Women with family responsibilities were those having primary 
responsibility for family household management, e.g. wives and 
mothers and women looking after a widowed father. Women 
living alone or sharing accommodation with non-relatives were 
excluded from this definition. 

Women with family responsibilities were sub-divided as follows: 

(a) Those engaged entirely on unpaid home duties were entered as 
"Housewives" . 
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(b) If also working lull-time at a paid occupation they were 
described as "Working full-time with family responsibilities". 

(c) If also working part-time at a paid occupation they were 
described as "Working part-time with family responsibilities". 

Adults working full-time at a paid occupation 

With the exception of women included in (b) above, the 
occupation was entered without further identification. 

Patients temporarily unemployed were classified by their 
usual occupation or, if the patient had no usual occupation, 
by the last job at which employed. 

Adults working part-time at a paid occupation 

With the exception of women Included in (c) above, the 
occupation was identified by code to show that the patient 
was a part-time worker only. This group also included 
retired persons working part-time. Seasonal or occasional 
part-time work was not recorded. 

Adults not working at a paid occupation (excluding "Housewives") 

(a) Students. These were patients over 16 years of age still 
undergoing a full-time education. 

(b) Retired patients. These were patients no longer working. 
This group also included persons aged 50 or over who had 
retired prematurely through a disabling disease. 

(c) Others. All other adults not working (such as physically 
or mentally disabled persons, patients more or less permanently 
unemployed and persons of Independent means) were grouped under 
the heading "Not working". 
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CHAPTER IV 



STATISTICAL RESULTS 



The measurements of morbidity that have been used in the 
statistical tables are: 

1. Consultation rate - the number of consultations recorded by- 
patients of a given sex and age during the twelve months per 
1,000 patients of corresponding sex and age on the doctors' 
lists. 

2. Patient consulting rate - the number of patients, by sex and 
age, who had one or more consultations during the twelve 
months, per 1,000 patients of corresponding sex and age on the 
doctors' lists. 

The latter rate is the better measure of morbidity in the sense of 
persons ill enough to have consulted their doctor, and Is the one 
principally used In the tables. 

In studies of occupational mortalit y one of the main sources of 
error is discrepancy between the statements of occupation of the 
same individual In the numerator and the denominator, the former 
obtained from death registration records, the latter from the Census. 
This source of error does not exist in the present morbidity study, 
since the occupational description of each Individual was obtained 
only from one record. However, the statistics are subject to a 
number of other limitations liable to impair their accuracy, the two 
most Important being: 

(a) mis-statements of occupation, either by the patient, the doctor, 
or the statistical coder: 

(b) random variability of the figures due to the small numbers of 
patients belonging to seme categories. 

The first of these limitations cannot be looked upon as serious since 
all reasonable care was taken by everyone to make the records of 
occupation as accurate as possible. The second Is more serious 
however and has drastically curtailed the amount of tabulation that 
has been carried out. Even so, the reader is warned that many of 
the figures in the table may have a large element of uncertainty due 
to the possibility of chance fluctuations. 

In Interpreting a rate shown for any particular occupational 
category, it will be necessary also to consider to what extent the 
rate may have been Influenced by the age-constitution of that 
occupational category. Consultation rates and patient consulting 
rates 'vary with age, and an occupation with predomlnently elderly 
people In It may, for that reason alone, record very different rates 
from that of an occupation whose members are mostly young. It has 
not been possible to carry out extensive age-standardlsatlm 
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procedures on the data, such as Is done in occupational mortality 
analyses. However, some indication of occupation age structures 
are shown in the population tables, the majority of the tables for 
adults have been restricted to ages 15-64, some rates by separate 
age-groups have been Included, and a limited number of standardised 
ratios have been calculated. It should be remembered, too, that 
the recorded rates may be influenced by the extent to which patients 
in different occupations have to obtain medical certificates oT 
incapacity. 



I Men 

Ihe fourteen tables deal with the following topics: 

1 . Population - the number of male patients on the doctors' 
lists, by occupational group, by social class and socio- 
economic group (Tables 1, 5 and 6), and occupational category 
(Table 11). 

2. Consultation and/or patient consulting rates of men aged 
15-64 by selected diagnoses by 

(a) occupational group, and occupational order (Tables 
2, 3 and 4) 

(b) social class, sub-class, and socio-economic group 
(Tables 7 and 8) 

and (c) by regional group (Tables 9 and 10). 

3. Consultation and/or patient consulting rates for men aged 
15 and over, for retired men, and for men aged 65 and over by 
occupational category (Tables 12, 15 and 14). 



Standardised Patient Consulting Eatios 

To assist in interpreting the data a series of Standardised 
Patient Consulting Eatios (S.P.C.R.) have been calculated for men 
aged 15-64 by selected diagnoses and by five social classes, two 
sub-classes of Social Class III, and twelve socio-economic groups 
(Table A). The S.P.C.R. is analogous to the Standardised 
Mortality Ratio (S.M.R.) used in occupational mortality analyses 
and represents the actual number of men aged 15-64 who consulted 
their doctor at least once, with a given diagnosis, per cent of 
Hie number "expected" to have consulted on the basis of the patient 
consulting rates at corresponding ages, of men in all occupations; 
that is to say

Wlth'ln the limitations mentioned previously’ It. may be assumed 
that these. ratios give a measure of comparative morbidity in the 
various social and occupational groups. They do not compare 
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Table A, - Standardised patient consulting ratio,, by social da,, and soclo-e conclc groap, for certain selected disease, and condition, diagnosed. Hales aped 16-64

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numbers of consultations but numbers of persons in each occupa- 
tional group who consulted their doctor for the stated condition. 

The following comments relate to the distribution of S.P.C.R. s 
of men aged. 15-64 as shown in Table A. 

All reasons for consultation 

There was no indication of any systematic social class 
gradient, though the relative proportion of patients consulting 
increased a little from Social Class I to III. Mlneworkers In 
Social Sub-class Ilia (i.e. face workers) had a ratio of 124, 
that Is, 24 per cent above the average. The lowest ratios were 
for farmers and other agricultural workers with 81 and 80 
respectively. 

Respiratory tuberculosis (273 cases) 

Differences between the social classes were comparatively 
small and in contrast with mortality (Table B) there was no social 
class gradient. Low ratios of 17 and 45 were recorded for farmers 
and other agricultural workers, 59 for foremen. A ratio of 65 
for shopkeepers contrasted with one of 173 for shop assistants. 

Malignant neoplasms (262 cases) 

There were moderate differences between the social classes, 
but no gradient. Ratios were low for agricultural workers, (33), 
mlneworkers (55), and shop assistants (56), exceptionally high for 
men in personal service (292). 

Asthma (583 cases) 

There were moderate differences between the social classes 
but no gradient. Mlneworkers and transport workers had low 
ratios. None was particularly high. 

Diabetes mellitus (207 cases) 

The ratio was highest in Social Class II (123), lowest in 
Social Classes V (74) and I (89). Mlneworkers had a low ratio 
(33); high ratios were recorded for men in personal service (194), 
shop assistants (152) and shopkeepers (139). 

psychoneurotic disorders (2,831 cases) 

There was a gradient of diminishing ratios from Social 
Class I (123) to Social Classes IV (82) and V (90). Farmers (48) 
and other agricultural workers (61) had low ratios; professional 
and administrative workers (123), clerks (133) and foremen (127) 
had high ratios. 
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Migraine (261 cases) 



There was an almost progressive diminishing gradient frcr. 
Social Class I (130) down to Social Class V (68). Groups with 
very low ratios were farmers (8), other agricultural workers (4 P ) 
and men In personal service (43); and with high ratios, shop 
assistants (167), mineworkers (140) and professional workers ar.d 
administrative workers (130 and 151) . There was a diminished 
ratio with decreasing skill In the four manual groups. 



Otitis media (612 cases) 

There was an almost progressive ascending gradient from 
Social Class 1 (72) to Social Class V (122). Mineworkers had the 
highest ratio ( 160 ) and excluding foremen, there was a rising 
gradient with decreasing skill In the three other manual groups. 



Coronary disease (480 cases) 

In contrast with the well-known social class gradient of 
mortality (Table B) there was no suggestion of a similar 
morbidity gradient. Groups with high ratios were shopkeepers 
(144), clerical workers (139) and foremen (135); and groups with 
low ratios were mineworkers (32), agricultural workers (39) and 
farmers (58). Ratios close to the general average were recorded 
for each of the three socio-economic groups of manual workers; 
and the ratio for the two professional and administrative groups 
contrasted with each other, 89 for the -"higher" group, 114 for 
the others. 



Hypertensive disease (486 cases) 

Though the ratios did not form a progressive gradient there 
were Indications of quite large social class differences, with 
higier than average ratios of 120 and 127 In Social Classes I and 
II, lower than average ratios of 70 and 89 In Social Classes IV 
and V. The group with highest ratio was personal service (147). 
Shopkeepers (134) contrasted with shop assistants (69). 
Agricultural workers (53) and mineworkers (62) were lowest. 



Varicose veins (606 cases) 

There were no Indications of social class differences. 
Mineworkers (34), agricultural workers (62) and transport workers 
(68) recorded low ratios; and high ratios were recorded for men 
in personal service (181), shopkeepers (150) and shop assistants 
(138) , and foremen (143) . 

Haemorrhoids (873 cases) 

There were moderately large social class differences hut no 
gradient. High ratios were recorded for foremen (133) and the 
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higher professional group (135), a low ratio for agricultural 
workers (43). 

Acute nasopharyngitis (common cold) (4,448 cases) 

Ratios were lower In Social Classes I and II than In the 
others, but there was no evidence of a gradient. Mlneworkers had 
a ratio of 288, almost three times the average for all men. All 
the manual groups and In addition clerical workers were above 
average. Groups with low ratios were farmers (58) and shop- 
keepers (66). 

Acute pharyngitis (2,035 cases) 

Among the social classes the highest was Social Class I (136) 
and the lowest Social Class V (87) with an almost regular gradient, 
only Social Class II being out of step. Mlneworkers had a ratio 
of 170, farmers 46. 

Acute tonsillitis (1,537 cases) 

There were moderate social class differences and no suggestion 
of a gradient. As for the two previous conditions mlneworkers 
again had a very high ratio (198); they were followed by the group 
of semi-skilled manual workers (137). 'Men In personal service 
were the only group with a particularly low ratio (51). 

Influenza (3,578 cases) 

There was no large epidemic during the twelve-month period of 
the survey. Social Classes I and II had ratios a little below 
average, the others above average. Again mlneworkers were a long 
way above other groups with a ratio of 202, whereas shopkeepers 
had a ratio of 63. 

Pneumonia (334 cases) 

This disease produced a regularly rising gradient from Social 
Class I (70) to Social Class V (133). For the various occupa- 
tional groups ratios ranged from 131 for agricultural workers to 
70 for higher professional, etc., workers and 71 for men In 
clerical occupations. In the four manual groups there was a 
regular Increase from foremen (85) to unskilled workers (130). 

Bronchitis (3,933 cases) 

Of all the diagnoses listed this gave the steepest social 
class gradient, rising from 49 In Social Class I to 146 In Social 
Class 7; a distribution similar to that associated with 
mortality. Low ratios were recorded for farmers (70) and other ' 
agricultural workers (60), the two professional and administrative 
groups (49 and 70), shopkeepers (73) and shop assistants (73) • 
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Semi-skilled and unskilled manual workers on the other bar : 1 ad 
ratios of 152 and 146, and mlneworkers 215. 



Ulcer of stomach and duodenum (1,352 cases) 



There was a steep and almost regular ascending gradient from 
Social Class I (48) to V (116). Groups with low ratios were 
farmers (58), agricultural workers (62), higher professional, etc. 
(48), and shop assistants (67). All the manual groups had 
ratios above average, particularly foremen (136) and transport 
workers ( 139) . 

Gastritis (1,308 cases) 

There was a definite and almost regular ascending gradient 
from social Classes I and II (69 and 60) to Social Class V (129). 
Mlneworkers had the very high ratio of 255, and next higiest came 
foremen (163), semi-skilled manual workers (153), and unskilled 
manual workers (130). 



Boll and carbuncle (1,833 cases) 

Social class differences were comparatively small, and there 
was no gradient, Mlneworkers (250) had a ratio Zi times the 
average, followed next by foremen (152). Agricultural workers 
had the low ratio of 55. 

Arthritis and rheumatism (4,803 cases) 

There was a distinct and almost resilar social class gradient, 
rising from Social Class I (58) to Social Classes IV (115) and V 
(111). The ratio for mlneworkers was 309, that is, three times 
as many men in this occupational group consulted their doctor for 
rheumatism as did the general male population. Ratios were low 
for farmers (77), agricultural workers (70), professional and 
administrative (58 and 71) and shopkeepers (70), hlgi for the 
four manual groups, particularly the semi-skilled (148) . 



Synovitis, etc. (1,032 cases) 

There was a shallow gradient rising almost regularly frcm 
Social Class I (73) to Social Class V (107). Mlneworkers 
recorded a ratio of 260. All the manual groups and shopkeepers 
(114) had ratios a little above average. 

Fractures (913 cases) 



There was Indication of a strong, though not quite 
progressive, social class gradient, rising from Social Classes I 
and II (68 and 62) to Social Classes IV and V (136 and 125). 
Mlneworkers had a ratio of 245, and other groups with elevated 
ratios were farmers (114), skilled (115), semi-skilled (167) 
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and unskilled (124) manual workers. Low ratios were recorded for 
each of the non-manual groups, especially shopkeepers (34), clerks 
(44) and shop assistants (47). 

Sprains, etc. (2,868 cases) 

There was a progressively rising gradient from Social Class I 
(80) to Social Class V (119). Hlneworkers had a ratio of 234, 
but no other groups had exceptionally high or low ratios. 

Contusions (1,972 cases) 

The social class ratios rose steeply from 45 for social 
Class I to 151 for Social Class IV, and 122 for Social Class V. 
Mineworkers recorded the highest ratio (553), and the group next 
highest was semi-skilled manual workers (197). The other manual 
groups were also above average, while low ratios were recorded for 
each of the non-manual groups. 

Non-sickness (1,328 cases) 

The social class distribution was Quite unlike that for any 
of the diagnostic categories, with a very steep gradient 
descending almost progressively from Social Class I (182) to 
Social Class V (72). Mineworkers had a ratio of 308, profes- 
sional and administrative workers 182 and 140, and semi-skilled 
manual workers 145. Lowest ratios were recorded for farmers (69) 
and agricultural workers (58). 

The diagnoses listed in Table A that had high or low S.P.C.R.s 
In the various social classes, sub-classes, and socio-economic 
groups are set out In Table C. 

The diagnoses with high ratios in Social Class I, none of them 
particularly hi3i however (120-130), were psychoneurotic disorders, 
migraine, hypertension, haemorrhoids, and acute pharyngitis. A 
much higher ratio (182) was recorded for non-sickness. Diagnoses 
with high ratios for Social Class V followed a different pattern and 
Included otitis media, pneumonia, bronchitis, gastritis, fractures 
and contusions. Each of these conditions had low ratios In Social 
Class X. 

The skilled mineworkers of Social Sub-class Ilia had ratios 
from two to five times the average for all men, for more than half 
of the diagnoses listed In Table A. However, for seven conditions 
the S.P.C.R.S of mineworkers were low, namely malignant neoplasm, 
asthma, diabetes, coronary disease, hypertension, varicose veins, 
and haemorrhoids. 

Skilled transport workers (Social Sub-class Illb) had a high ratio 
(139) only for ulcer of stomach and duodenum. They had low ratios 
for malignant neoplasms, asthma, coronary disease and varicose veins. 
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termers and other agricultural workers (scclc-eccncr.lc groups 
1 and 3 ) doth had low ratios for tore than half of the conditions 
listed. Farmers had a high ratio only for diabetes (1E6). Other 
agricultural workers had a high ratio only for pneumonia (151). 

Shopkeepers (socio-economic group 5) and shop assistants 
(socio-economic group 7) both had high ratios for diabetes and 
varicose veins. in addition, ratios for the former were high also 
for psychoneuroses, coronary disease, and hypertension; ar.d for 
the latter respiratory tuberculosis and migraine. Both had low 
ratios for about half of the conditions listed, including fractures 
and contusions. 



Foremen (socio-economic group 9), semi-skilled manual workers 
(socio-economic group 11) and unskilled manual workers (socio- 
economic group 12) all had high ratios for a considerable number of 
conditions, but there was little correspondence between the three 
groups; In fact the only conditions giving elevated ratios for all 
three groups were gastritis arid contusions. Only a very few low 
ratios were recorded for these groups, namely, for foremen, 
respiratory tuberculosis and diabetes; for semi-skilled workers, 
hypertension; and for unskilled workers diabetes, migraine and 
non-sickness. 



Skilled manual workers (socio-economic group 10) show no large 
departure from the average for any of the diagnoses listed. This 
can be partly explained by the large size of the group, constitut- 
ing about one-third of the male population under review. 



The picture that emerges from this analysis of morbidity 
amongst working males Is by no means a clear and obvious me. 
Nevertheless, some fairly definite correlations can be recognised. 
With a certain amount of simplification and Ignoring numerous 
exceptions the position can be summarised approximately In the 
following schema, where + Indicates morbidity above, and - below 
average.

A different method of classifying women by occupation has been 
adopted here from that used In the Registrar General's Occupational 
Mortality analyses. In these occupational mortality analyses 
single women were classified by their owl occupation, married women 
by the occupation of their husband. In the present study no 
distinction has been made between married and single, and all the 
women included In the Survey have been classified by their own 
occupation, if they had one, and by their occupational category, 

l.e. working full or part-time and with or without family 
responsibilities. 

Hie tables deal with the following topics: 

1. Population - the number of female patients on the 
doctors' lists by occupational group and by occupational 
category (Table 15), and by region (Table 16), 

2. For all diagnoses and other reasons for consultation - 
consultation rates and/or patient consulting rates by 
occupational group and occupational category (Table 17); by 
occupational group and region (Table 19); and by occupational 
category and urban /rural area (Table 20). 

3. For selected diagnoses - patient consulting rates by 
certain occupational groups (Table 18) and by occupational 
category (Table 21). 

All diagnoses 

A stannary of consultation and patient consulting rates for 
women aged 15-64 Is given in Table D. 

For women in agricultural occupations, rates were appreciably 
below the general average, both for consultations (ratio 86) and 
for patients consulting (ratld 95). 

In the non-manual group, women In administrative and clerical 
occupations also had consultations below average (ratios 94 and 
93) but the latter had a higher patient consulting rate (109). 

In the other non-manual occupations rates were close to average. 

All of the non-manual occupational groups had consultation 
rates well above the average, and In most Instances the patient 
consulting rate was also raised. There was little relationship 
between the level of the rates and the degree of skill Involved 
In the occupation. A peculiar feature was that whereas the 
consultation rates of women In textile occupations were higher 
than those of women In other occupations, the proportion of women 
consulting was In each case less in the textile than the other 
occupations.

Both in respect of consultations and proportion consulting, 
the rates for housewives were slightly helow the average for all 
women. 



The alternative classification ty occupational categories 
indicates some elevation of consultations and of patients 
consulting in two groups: 

(1) women working full-time who look after a home and family 
in addition (consultations 31 per cent above average; 
proportion consulting 19 per cent above average) ; 

(ii) women working part-time, whether or not they have family 
responsibilities (consultations 22 per cent above 
average in both cases; patients consulting IS and 12 
per cent above average). 

Selected diagnoses 

Patient consulting rates of women aged 15-64 by occupational 
group and seven of the diagnoses listed in Table 18 are summarised 
in Table E. 

Psychcneuroses (7, 101 cases) 

The rate was lowest for women in agricultural occupations 
(49 per 1,000) and highest for overlookers (154 per 1,000), 
compared with an average rate for all women of 73 per 1,000. For 
the majority of the occupational groups the rate was close to the 
average. 

Acute nasopharyngitis (6,777 cases) 

Again the agricultural group had the lowest rate (48 per 

1.000) , and the rates for the manual occupations were higher than 
the non-manual. 

Bronchitis (4,416 cases) 

Surprisingly, the rate for agricultural occupations (57 per 

1.000) was a little above the average rate of 46. Shopkeepers, 
clerical workers, shop assistants and the administrative workers 
group had low rates compared with women in manual occupations. 
There was no consistent difference between textile workers and 
others. 

Disorders of menstruation (3,243 cases) 

The patient consulting rates for these conditions varied from 
one group to another In an apparently random way, ranging between 
20 per 1,000 for shopkeepers and 57 per 1,000 for the group semi- 
skilled textile workers. 
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Arthritis and rheumatism (7,332 cases) 

Agricultural (55), clerical (37) and administrative workers 
(58) had low rates compared with women in several or the manual 
occupations whose rates ranged between 77 and 120 per 1,000. 

Sprains and strains (2,558 cases) 

Differences between the various occupational groups were 
comparatively small. 

Non- sickness (7, 132 cases) 

A large part of this "diagnosis" comprised medical attention 
in connection with uncomplicated maternities. Rates were low 
for shopkeepers (32) and women in personal service (36) but other- 
wise varied little from one group to another. 

Patient consulting rates of women classified by occupational 
categories (Table 21) are summarised for five diagnoses and three 
age- groups in Table F. 

In the two age-groups 15-44 and 45-64 the rates for each of the 
five diagnoses shown were highest for women working full-time who 
also had family responsibilities. In respect of acute 
nasopharyngitis and bronchitis these rates were almost double those 
for housewives. With the psychoneurotic, menstrual and rheumatic 
disorders, differences were less. At ages 65 and over housewives 
had higher rates than women in the two other categories for "all 
ilagnoses" and also for bronchitis and for arthritis and rheumatism. 
To some extent this can be accounted for by their probably older age 
constitution within the 65 and over age-group, the incidence of 
bronchitis and of the arthritis-rheumatic disorders increasing 
progressively with advancing age. 

1 1 1 Children under 15 

Children under the age of 15 have been classified by father's 
occupation, and the various occupations have been grouped to 
constitute occupational orders, social classes, sub-classes and 
socio-economic groups. 

The tables relating to children are as follows: 

1. Population in the social classes and socio-economic groups 
(Table 22) and in the occupational orders (Table 23). 

2. Patient consulting rates from selected causes by occupa- 
tional order (Table 23); and by social class and sub-class 
(Table 24). Some of the rates are calculated on small numbers 
and are therefore of doubtful reliability. 
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3. Consultation and/or patient consulting rates (all causes) 

by social class and region (Table 25), by socio-economic group 
and region (Table 26) and by selected occupational order and 
urban /rural practices (Table 27). 

Social Class Differences in Patient Consulting Rates 

Table G summarises the patient consulting rates of children 
aged 0-14, by social class, for the various conditions listed In 
Table 24. 

For all causes, there was no suggestion of correlation between 
social class and the proportion of children consulting. The rate 
in Social Class I (children with fathers In professional occupations) 
was 671, increasing to 720 in Social Class III, and returning to 667 
in Social Class V (children with fathers in unskilled occupations). 
Many of the individual diagnoses likewise gave little indication of 
systematic social class differences, but there were some where more 
or less regular patterns appeared, suggesting some degree of 
correlation 'between social class and the proportion of children seen 
by their doctor. The following brief notes indicate the diagnoses 
where such correlations were found. 

Whooping cough (799 cases) : the rate at ages 0-14 declined from 

Social Class I (15.2) to Social Class V (11.8). However, for 
boys under one year the trend was in the opposite direction. 

Acute poliomyelitis (31 cases): the rate increased from 0.3 in 

Social Class I to 0.9 in Social Class V. Numbers of cases 
were, however, small, and it is uncertain how much reliance 
can be placed on this trend which is in the opposite direction 
to that usually attributed to poliomyelitis. 

Measles (1,893 cases): there was a steep increase from 26.8 in 

Social Class I to 45.6 In Social Class V. 

Infectious hepatitis (295 cases): the rates increased from 2.9 in 

Social Class I to 6.2 In Social Class V. This Is contrary to 
the social class correlation usually attributed to Infectious 
hepatitis. 

Asthma (523 cases): rates decreased from 11.4 and 9.4 In Social 

Classes II and I to 5.6 in Social Class V. 

Epilepsy (141 cases): rates increased from 1.6 in Social Class I 

to 4.2 In Social Class V. 

Acute nasopharyngitis (8,416 cases) and acute tonsillitis (5,135 
cases): both of these conditions had lowest rates in Social 

Class I rising to a peak in Social Class III. Acute 
tonsillitis was particularly high inSoclal Sub-class Ilia 
(children of skilled mineworkers) .

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Acute laryngitis (880 cases): there was a regular downward gradient 

from Social Class I (£0.7) to Social Class V (12.9). 

Acute upper respiratory infections (1,918 cases): the rate was 

highest in Social Class I (43.3) and lowest in Social Classes V 
(29.0) and IV (24.3). 

Bronchitis (4,056 cases): the rates Increased from 46.2 in Social 

Class I to 81.1 in Social Class V. In the social sub-classes 
the large difference should be noted between the rates for the 
children of skilled mlneworkers (Ilia) (112.0) and of agri- 
cultural workers (IVa) (44.5). 

Impetigo (1,861 cases): there was a steep rise In incidence from 

14.5 in Social Class I to 37.9 In Social Class V. 

Cough (947 cases): the rates increased from 7.7 in Social Class I 

to 18.6 and 17.6 In Social Classes IV and V. 

Pyrexia of unknown origin (908 cases): the rates declined from 

22.3 In Social Class I to 12.5 In Social Class V. 

Lacerations (1,448 cases): there was an Increase from 22.3 In 

Social Classes I and II to 29.7 in Social Class V. 

Contusions (1,272 cases): the rates increased from 17.1 In Social 

Class I to 25.7 In Social Class V. 

Of the sixteen conditions that have been noted as showing a 
social class relationship, five of them gave a gradient that 
declined In the direction from Social Class I (father in a profes- 
sional occupation) to Social Class V (father In an unskilled 
occupation), nine of them gave a gradient that Increased in the 
direction from Social Class I to V, and two had highest rates In 
Social Class III as follows:
